stalwart Sikhs for the grievous crime ot

There areat the present 
time two or three hundred prisoners in 
Victoria Gaol who aro serving long terms 
for comparatively minor crimes, and whose 
release would relieve the dangerous over- 
crowding of which we have heard so much 
lately and In no way injure elther the 
requirements of justice or the interests of 
the community, But any such sweeping 
exercine of ‘the supreme authority: would 
be useless unless seconded hy the-adoptign 
of a new policy towards paltry delinquents 
who are not criminals, and of a system of

.cotvicted of crimes,such ax petty larceny, 
‘which are inno sense of a serious character. 
We: shall return. to this subject: after 
recelving the result of certain inquiries 
which are now on foot.
